Danville, Va., April 13..On Tuesday
the local option election Will be hold
in Danville, and speculation Is running
high as to what will bo the result
when tho returns havo been brought
in from the four polling booths. There
Ib nothing ut all to indicato which sido
will win, and It is generally admitted
that It will bo one of tho closest elec¬
tions held here of recent tlijies. Both
parties. who have waged a quiet cam¬
paign, are quite and equally conlldent
of the result. The "dry" faction has
during the past week finished Its can¬
vass of voters and maintains that
theirs will be the victory by a nar¬
row majority. Exactly the same tac¬
tics havo been assumed by tho op¬
posing; faction and they, too,^ have
completed their analysis of the voto
and also claim a very fair majority.Up to the present there has been
held no public meeting by cither wide
and It is yet a matter of conjecture
whether cither will hold ono before
the day of the election. Both sides ap-
pear to be playing a waiting gamo, and
should one faction determine upon such Jaction there is but little doubt but that
the opposing one will follow suit.
The feeling here is quite intense. The

secretive tactics by either side have
keyed up tho populace infinitely more
than a loud tight, and the people rightand left are Inquiring Just what is
going on underneath the surface. Lit-
tie money lias been expended on the
campaign, and it Is only during the
past week that "dry" literature has
been distributed through the city.
Danville is congrattiJatlng herself'

upon the results of the first booster
expedition which took place duringfour days of the past week.Tuesdayuntil Friday. and the booster party Is
going to be cemented into a compactorganization In a tnretlng which Is
called for next Thursday. Tho sev-
enty-flve men who participated derived
a two-fold benefit from tho tour, one
of being able to become better ac-
quainted with tho people in the city's
neighborhood, and two, of becomingbetter acquainted with themselves. Tho
party was a merry one, and Mayor
Wooding, Colonel Carrington, W. A.
Moorman and Harry Burns Trundle,
who was the jester of tho trip, have
been greatly complimented in tlie coun-
ty press for .their powers of oratory.Already a booster trip of larger scopelias been planned for next year.
